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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 3 and 5/1/2/3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gustafson et al. (US 5,902,386- cited in IDS). 

3. The patent to Gustafson discloses an electric vacuum cleaner 10 with a vacuum cleaner 
main body that comprises a water pan compartment 20 comprising a water pan which stores 
therein water 34 used to remove dust firom dust-containing air, and a suction compartment 14 
comprised of: a main casing (also 14) that is detachably provided on said water pan 
compartment, a separator 12 that is rotationally provided in said main casing so as to separate air 
from said water, and a main fan 50 that is rotationally provided in said main casing and sucks in 
dust-containing air and exhausts air, from which water has been separated by said separator, to 
outside of said vacuum cleaner main body; wherein said separator is formed in a shape of a 
basket with a bottom having a raised central portion, in which a plurality of ribs are formed in a 
circumferential direction thereof with slit gaps between said ribs, and a reverse jet fin assembly 
70,72 that rotates together with said separator and causes air to jet downward toward an outer 
surface of said separator (see arrow 1 12 in figure 3) is provided on an opening of said separator. 
Said main fan is accommodated in a fan case 18 that communicates with said water pan 
compartment in which said separator is disposed, and an exhaust chamber (defined by casing 14- 
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see figure 1), which is disposed on an outer circumferential side of said fan case so that said 
exhaust chamber communicates with an interior of said fan case, and said water pan 
compartment, in which said separator is disposed, are partitioned by a fan case cover 74 that 
covers an undersurface side of said fan case. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 4 and 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The patents to Brock et al., Erickson and Howie et al. show the current state of the art 
in liquid filtration devices with separators.
